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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Harrisville: 

I submit herein my sixth annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 

Our legislators at Concord aré striving to find some avenue 
by which they may lighten the burden of taxation. 

We heartily co-operate with them in so far as it does not 
cripple our educational institutions. As the printing of reports 
is costly, I shall emphasize the word brevity in my remarks. 

My statements will be general rather than specific and 
given to details.

jurious labor; that does not have every stimulation to accom- 
plish the fullest of its capacities.”’

Normal, was: chosen. 

All the teachers are well prepared, experienced and have 
their schools well organized. Extended services of same teach- 
ers is a feature of a stable and successful school system. 


RECOMMENDATION 
Assuming that same conditions prevail at East View next 
September, I would recommend the discontinuance of this 
school next year. 


THRIBT 

One of the fundamental characteristics of a good Ameri- 
ean citizen is thrift. This element of a successful life is being 
taught in our schools not only in the economic use of time, 
opportunity and public property in the form of textbooks and 
scholars’ supplies, but also the pupils are taught to recognize 
the three vital elements, viz., work, savings and ability to live 
within our means. 


The Harrisville pupils have deposited in savings banks an 


approximate total $1,090.00. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my approciation of 
the co-operation of teachers, the support and encouragement 
of school board and citizens.
